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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. 
Applicant argues that none of Stritter, Thatcher or Strothier disclose the combination of the safety pin attachment structure detachably 
attached to a loop. Applicant is correct in this assessment as none of the references alone disclose the claimed limitation. However, 
when taken together, the teaching of the refeences clearly disclose a safety pin attachment used to connect a strap to apparel, i.e. a shoe, 
through a loop on the apparel. It appears applicant is arguing the reference individually rather than what the references as a whole teach 
on of ordinary skill in the art. Striiter teaches that a shoe sole base has a plurality of strap attachment loops to which shoe straps are 
attached. Thatcher clearly shows the detachably attachable attachment end of a strap going through a loop on a sole, i.e. apparel, to 
attach the strap to the sole and the sole to a user's foot.. . Strother teaches the use of a safety pin to removably attach the end of a strap 
to apparel. Therefore, the references, when taken as a whole, teach attaching detachable straps through loops on a sole base as 
claimed. Therefore.m a prima facie case of obviousness has been established and the rejections of the claims will not be withdrawn. 
With respect to the rejections involving Vlas, Berg and Kelly, since it has been established that the Stritter, Thatcher and Strothier 
combination supports a prima facie case of obviousness, as there is no deficiency that needs to be corrected by the latter references. 
With respect to applicant arguments directed to the interview summary and the content within it, Mr. Kroboth argued in the interview that 
none of the references disclose the loops on the side of the sole plate, even though this limitation is not present in the claims. The 
examineer merely stated that other references of record (and not applied) teach this and therefore would "read on" that limitation if it was 
added to the claims. It appears that on page 6, last paragraph bridging page 7 of the amendment filed August 21 , 2006, Mr. Kroboth 
continues to argue proposed limitations that are not present in the claims of record. Therefore, since the limitation that the loops are on 
the sides of the sole base is not present in any of the claims of record, the comment with respect to Gallaway was directed to claim 
language proposed by Mr. Kroboth and was proper at the time the language was proposed. . 
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
